GoosE--BoNE WEATHER PREDICTIONS. — The 
goose-bone is more closely watched in Kentucky 
than in any other part of the country. It has 
been handed down among the early traditions 
of the State, and may be called the Kentucky 
weather prophet. It is to be found in most 
Kentucky country homes, and in many parts of 
the State the farmers consult it, and prepare for 
handling their crops in accordance with its 
readings. The prophecy of the goose-bone does 
not extend beyond the year in which the goose 
was hatched, and the prediction is for the three 
winter months only. ‘Take the breast bone of a 
last spring’s goose and divide it into three equal 
parts, and the different divisions will represent 
December, January and February. The breast 
bone of a goose is translucent, and if clear when 
held up to the light, the weather will be mild 
and pleasant; but if covered with cloud like 
blots it will be gloomy and cold; the heavier 
the blots the colder will be the weather.

TRIALS OF EARLY GERMAN EMIGRANTS 


‘Correspondence of Ohristopher Saur te the Governor of 
Pennsylvania, concerning their grievances, etc., published 
as per original copy of letter. Communicated by Abram H. 
Cassel, Harleysville, Pa. 


GERMANTOWN, Pa., 
March 15th, 1755. 

Honorep AND BeEtovep Sir :— 

Confidence in 
your wisdom and clemezcy made me so free as to 
write this letter to you. I would not have that 
anybody should know these private lines, otherwise 
it would have become me to get a hand who is able 
to write in a proper manner and style to a person 
as your station requireth. 

Itis now thirty years since I came to this 
province, out of a country where no liberty of 
conscience was, nor humanity reigned in the house 
of my then country lord, and where all the people 
is owned wlth their bodies to the lord there, and 
are obliged to work for him six days in every 


week, viz.: three days with a horse, and three 


days with a hoe, shovel or spade; or if he cannot 
come himself, he must send somebody in his room, 
(or stead). And when I came this province and 
found everything to the contrary from where I 
came from, I wrote largely to all my frieads and 
acquaintances of the civil and religious liberty, 
privileges, &c., and of the goodness I have heard 


and seen, and my ietters were printed and. 


re-printed, and provoked maay a thousand people 
to come to this province, and many thanked the 
Lord forit, and desired their friends also again to 
come here. 

Some years the price was five pistolst per head 
freight, and. the merchants and captains crowded 
for passengers, fiuding more profit by passengers 
than by goods, &c. 

But the love for great gain caused that Stead- 
man lodged the poor passengers like herrings, aad 
as too many had not room between decks, he kept 
abundance of them upon deck; and sailing to the 
southward, where the people were at once out of 
their climate, and for the want of water androom, 
became sick and died very fast, in such a manner 
that in one year no less than two thousand was 
buried in the seas and Philadelphia. Steadman, 
at that time, bought a license in Holland that no 
captain or merchant could load any as long as he 
had not two thousand loaded. This murdering 
trade made my heart ache, especially, when I 
heard that there was more profit by their death 
than by carrying them alive. I thought: of my 
provoking letters being partly the cause of so 
many people’s death. I wrote a letter to the 
magistrate at Rotterdam, and immediately the 
Monopolium was taken from John Steadman. 
~~ $A gold coin worth from $3 to $3. 
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Our Legislature was also petitioned, and a law 
was made as good as it is, but was never executed. 
Mr. Spaffort, an old, poor captain, was made 
overseer for the vessels that came loaded with 
passengers, whose salary came to from $200 to 
$300 a year, for concealing the fact that sometimes 
the poor people had but twelve inches place, and 
not half bread nor water. Spaffort died, and our 
Aesembly chose one Mr. Trotter who left every 
ship slip, although he seen that a great many 
people bad no room at all, except in the long 
boat, where every man perished. There were so 
many complaints. so that many in Philadelphia 
and almost all Germantown signed a petition that 
our Assembly might give that office to one 
Thomas Say, an English merchant, at Philadelphia, 


of whom we have the confidence that he would . 


take no bribe for concealing what the poor people 
suffered; or, if they will not turn Mr. Trotter out 
of office, to give him an agsistance of one Daniel 
Mackinett, a shop-keeper in Philadelphia, who 
speaks Dutch and English, who might speak with 
the people in their language—but in vain, except 
they have done what I know not. 

Among other grievances the poor Germans 
suffer is one, viz: that when the ignorant 
Germans agrees fairly with merchants at Holland 
for seven pistols and a half, when they come to 
Philadelphia the merchants make them pay what 
they please, and take at least nine pistols, The 
poor people on board are prisoners. They durst 
not go ashore, or have their chests delivered, 
except they allow in a bond or pay what they 
owes not; and when they go into the country, they 
loudly complain there, that no justice is to be had 
for poor strangers. They show their agreements, 
wherein is fairly mentioned that they are to pay 
seven pisto's and a half to Isaac and Zachary 
Hoke, at Rotterdam, or their order at Philadelphia, 
&e., and as this is so much practiced, that at least 


2000 or 3000 pounds in each yer the country is - 


wronged from. It was much desired that among 
wholesome laws, such a one may be made that 
when such vessels arrive, that a commissioner 
might be appointed to inspect into their agreement 
and judge if 73 pistols make not sevenand a 
half. Some of the Assemblymen was asked 
whether there was no remedy? They answered, 
“the law is such that what is above forty shillings 
must be decided at court, and every one must 
make his own cause appear good and stand a trial.”’ 
A very poor comfort for two or three thousand 
wronged people, to live at the discretion of their 
merchants. They are so longing to go ashore, and 
fill oace their belly, that they allow and pay what 
is demanded; and some are sighing, some are

very little from such that falls in the hands of 
highwaymen who present a pistol upon their 
breast and are desired ‘to give whatever the 
highwayman pleaseth ; and who can hinder them 
thinking so? I, myself, thought a commission 
could be ordered in only such cases, but I 
observed that our Assembly has more a mind to 
prevent tie importation of such passengers than 
to do justice to them ; and seeing that your honor 
is notof the same mind, and intends to alter the 
said bill, I find myself obliged to let your Honor 
know the mean points, without which, nothing 
will be done to the purpose. 

I was surprised to see the tittle of the bill, 
which, in my opinion is not the Will of the 
crown, nor of the proprieto1s, neither is it the wll 
of the Lord, who gives an open way that the poor 
and distressed, the afflicted, and any people may 
come to a place where there is room for them; 
and if there is here no room any more, there is 
land enough in our neighborhood, as their are eight 
or nine counties of Dutch (German) people in 
Virginia, where many cut of Pennsylvania is 
removed to. Methinks it will‘ be proper to let 
them come, and let justice be done to them. The 
order of our Lord is such: ‘(Defend the poor and 


fatherless; do justice to the afflisted and needy, | 


deliver the poor and needy, and ridthem out of 
the land of the wicked.’—Ps. 82. | 

Beloved Sir—You are certainly a servant of the 
Lord our God, and I do believe that you are willing 
to do what lies in your power; but I am ready to 
thiok, that as you left the bzl/ to your counsellors, 
you will not be so fully informed of the worst of 
the grievances—as one of them has a great share 
of the interest. If these is not looked particu- 
larly into, that which is the most complained of, 
viz.: that the captains often hurry them away 
without an agreement, or the agreement is not 
signed, or if a fair agreement is written, signed 
and sealed, it will not be performed, and must pay 
whatever they pleases; and when the people’s 
chests are put iu stores until they go and fetch 
money by their friends, and pay for what they 
agreed upon, and much more, and demands their 
chest, they will find it opened and plundered of 
part or all; or the chest 1s not at all to be found 
wherefore they have paid, and no justice for them, 
because they have no English tongue, and no 
money to go to law with such as they are; and 
that we have no such an officer that will, or can 
spéak with the people—but will rather take pay 
for concealing their grievances—and who will 
speak to such an one, a8 it stands ? 

The law is, that ‘a man may get security as 


good as he can.’ But when merchants BINDS 
some people together, whose families were 
obliged to die, and is famished for want, and asa 
prisoner at the vessel is retained and forced to 
bind himselves—one for two or three, who are 
greatly indebted and who, perhaps, pays his own 
debt, while the others can’t—he is forced to go 
out of the country, and will go rather than go to 
prison ; and if poor widows are bound for others 
much in debt, who will marry such a one? must 
she not go sorrowful most of her life time? 

Formerly, our Assembly has bought a house o1 
an Island in the river Delaware, where healthy 
people will soon become sick. This house migh/ 
do very well in contagious distempers, but if 
place were allowef on a healthy dry ground— 
where, by a collection, the Germans might buila 
a house, with convenient places, and stoves for 
winter, &c. It would be better for the people in 
common sickness, where their friends might 
attend them and take care of them—would be 
better than to perish under the merciless hands of 
their merchants; for life is sweet. © 

Beloved Sir — I am old and infirm, bending 
with my staff to the grave, and will be gone 
by-and-by, but hoping that. your Honor will not 
take it amiss to recommend you the helpless. 
We beg and desire in our (prayers) that the Lord 
should protect us from all evil, and from all 


| encroachments, and if we do the like unto them 


that are in poor condition and danger, we may 
expect that the Lord will do to us accordingly ; 
but, and if we do to the contrary, how can we 
expect the Lord’s protection over us? For he 
promises to measure us as we do measure. 

I conclude with a hearty desire that the Lord 
will give your Honor wisdom and patience, that 
your administration may be blesseu, and in his 
time give you the reward of a good, true, and 
faithful servant.

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adjourned, I was desirous to know what was done 
concerning the Dutch bill, and was told that your 
Honor have consented to all points, except that 
the German passengers mut not, (or need not) 
have their chests along with them; and because 
you was. busy with more needful business, it was 
not ended. I was sorry for it, and thought, either 
your Honor have no good counsellors, or you 
can’t think of the consequences, otherwise you 
could not insist on this point. Therefore I hope 
you will not take it amiss to be informed of the 
case, and of some of the consequences, viz. :—The 
crown of England found it profitable to peopleing 
the American colonies, and for the encourage- 
ment thereof, the coming and transportation of 
German Protestants was indulged, and orders was 
given to the officers at the Customs houses in the 
ports of Eagland, not to be sharp with the vessels 
of German passengers—knowing that the popu- 
lating of the British colonies will, in time to come, 
profit more than the trifles of duty at the custom 
houses would import in the present time. This 
the merchants and importers experienced. 

They filled the vessels with passengers, and as 
much of merchant’s goods as they thought fit, and 
left passengers chests, &c., behind ; and sometimes 
they loaded vessels with palatines chests by itself. 
But the poor people depended upon their chests, 
wherein was some provision, such as they were 
used to, as dried apples, pears, plums, mustard, 
medicines, vinegar, brandy, gammons, butter, 
clothing, shirts, and other necessary linens, money 
and whatever they brought with them; and when 
their chests was left behind, or shipped in other 
vessels they had want of nourishment, and when 
not sufficient provision was shipped for the 
passengers, and they had nothing themselves, 
they famished and died. Or, when they arrived 
alive, they had no money to buy bread, nor any- 
thing to sell; if they would sell spare clothes, 
they had no clothes nor shirt to strip themselves, 
nor was they able to cleanse themselves of louses 
and nastiness ; or, if they was taken into houses, 
and trusting on their effects and money, when it 
comes, it was either left behind, or robbed and 
plundered by the sailors behind in the vessels ; or 
if such a vessel arrived before them, it was 
searched by the merchants boys, &c., and their 
best effects, or all taken out, and no remedy for it. 
And this last mentioned practice, that people’s 
chests are opened and their best effects taken out, 
is not only a practice this twenty five, twenty, ten 
or fiye years, or sometime only; but it is the 
common custom and daily complaints of, to the 
week last past, when a pious man living with me, 
had his chest broke open and three fine shirts and 


a flute was taken out. The lock was broke to 
pieces, and the lid of the chest split with iron 
and chisels. Such, my dear Sir, is the case, and 
if your Honor will countenance the mentioned 
practices, the consequence will be, that the vessels 
with passengers, will be filled with merchant’s 
goods, wine, &c., as much as possible, and at the 
king’s custom they will call it passengers drink 
and necessaries for the people, their househald 
goods, &c., which will be called free of duty. 
And if they please to load the vessels only with 
chests of passengers and what lies under them, 
that will be called also free of duty at the custom 
houses; and as there are no owners of the chests 
with them, and no bill of loading is ever given, 
nor will be given, the chests will be freely opened 
and plundered by the sailors and others, and what. - 
is left will be searched in the stores by the 
merchants’ boys and their friends and acquain- 
tances. Thus, by consequence, the king will be 
cheated, and the smugglers and store-boys will be 
glad of your upholding and encourageing~ this, . 
their very profitable business; but the poor 
sufferers will sigh or carry a revenge in their 
bosoms, according as they are godly or ungodly, 
that such thievery and robbery is maintained. 

If such a merchant should lose thirty, forty, 
fifty, or ten thousand pounds, he may have some 


_yet to spend and to spare, and has friends ; but if 


a poor man’s chest is left behind, or plundered 
either at sea or in the stores, he has lost all he 
has. If a rich man’s store, or house, or chest is 
broke open and robbed or plundered, there is 
abundance of noise about it; but if a 1000 of poor 
men’s property is taken from them, in the 
mentioned manner, there is not a word to be said. 

If I was ordered to print advertisements, that 
people who lost their chests, by leaving them 
behind against their will, or whose was opened 
and plundered at sea, when they was sent after 
them in other vessels, or whose was broke open 
and plundered in the stores at Philadelphia— 
should come and receive their value for it (not 
four-fold) but only single or half; your Honor 
would be wondering of-a swarm from more than 
two or three thousand people. But as such. is not 
to be expected, it must be deferred to the decision 
of the great, great, long, long day, where certainly 
an impartial judgment will be seen, and the last 
farthing must be paid, whereas, in this present 
time, such poor sufferers had, and will have no 
better answer than as it is commonly given: 
“Can you prove who has opened and stolen out of 
your chest ;’’ or “bave you a bill of loding?” - 
This has been the practice by some of the mer- 
chants at Philadelphia, and if it must contimue

remedy for others. No! if they were all English- 
men wLo suffered so much, I would much less be 
bouud tor their good behavior. 

Pray, Sir, don't look upon this asa trifle; for 
there are many Germans, who have b-en wealthy 
peojle in Germany, who have lest six'y, eighty, 


one, two, three, four hundred to a thoisand 
pounds worth, by leaving their chests hebind, or 
was deprived and robbed in the stores, of their 
substance, and are obliged now to live poor, with 
grief. If you do scruple the truth of this 
assertion, let them be called in the newspaper, 
with hopes for remedies, and your Honor will 
believe me; but if the Dutch (German) nation 
should hear that no regard is for them, and mo 
justice to be obtained, it will be utterly in vain to 
offer them free schools—especally as they are to 
be regulated and inspected by one who is not 
respected nor regarded in all this province. 

I hope your Honor will pardon my scribbling; 
as it hag no other aim than a needful redressing of 
the multitude of grievances of the poor people, 
and for the preserving of their lives and property, 
and that the Germans may be adhered to the 
friendship of the English nation, and for securing 
the honor of your Excellency, and not a farthing 
for your humble servant,

“As we have, therefore, opportunity, let ue 
do good unto all mn, especially unto them 
who are of the household of faith”? Gal. 6:10 
This Christian admonition implies that God’e 
universal family has a claim upon our Christiax 
benevolence. And if the great family of man- 
kind to which we belong have such a claim, 
that more limited circle, in which we live and 
move, and to which we are allied by the most 
tender and endearing ties, and which we call 
our family or household, surely has special 
claims upon us. This is plainly implied in the 
following inspired language: “If any provide 
not for his own, and especially for those of his 
own house, he hath denied the faith, and is 
worse than an infidel.” 1, Tim. 5:8. Admit- 


‘ting that thislanguage applies to the temporal 


provisions of our families, or even primarily 
to such provisions, we must: conclade that 
their spiritual interests are algo included, or 
that the duty of the father to the spiritual 
interests of his family is taught safiiciently 
plain elsewhere; for surely the  spirituai 
interests of those under our care are not of

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jess importance than are their temporal 
interests. 

But while the Christian Scriptures teach 
that it is the duty of heads of families and 
parents to labor to promote the salvation and 
Spiritual interests of those under their care, 
and to bring up their children “in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord,’ Eph. 6: 4, is 
it the duty of parents to establish and observe 
family worship? Or can they do all that is 
required of them towards their children, and 
be clear of their blood should they be lost, 
without having family worship? These are ques- 
tions that, from the weight of their import, 
commend themselves to the prayerful and can 
did consideration of all Christian parents, and 
should be examined and answered in view of 
the fact that we are to be judged by the per- 
fect law of liberty,—by its general principles, 
as well as by its precepts and prohibitions. 

Do weask fora direct precept or positive 
law enjoining family worship? And if there 
is no such precept or law pointed out, shall we 
conclude that we are under no obligation to 
observe or practice it? We should not forget 
that one way of teaching duty in the gospel is 
by general principles. We cannot expect a 
_ direct precept for ‘every duty obligatory upon 
Christians in all ages in which they live, and 
under every circumstance under which they 
may be placed. It is by reasoning from 
Christian principles rather than from positive 
precepts, or prohibitions, that our duty in 
regard to what is to be done, or what is not 
to be done, is often ascertained by us. 
And we would remind the brethren and sisters 
of our own fraternity that itis from general 
principles more than from positive precepts, 
that we maintain our order of plainness in our 
attire and in our general habits. 


But is not the fact that it is the privilege of 
the head of the family to bring all his family 
before God around the family altar and there 
invoke the blessing of heaven upon it, a 
sufficient warrant for family worship? If the 
parents feel the solemn responsibility tbat 
rests upon them to train up their offapring for 
immortality and heaven, and feel their own 
insufficiency to do it, should they not rejoice 
that they may erect the family altar. and upon 
it offer their daily prayers to God for his grace 
to help them to do their duty, and for his con- 
verting power to come upon the unconverted 
members of the family, that they may be 
saved? Surely they should. If there was a 
sovereign who like Pharaoh, king of Hgypt, 


possessed all the necessaries of life within his 
kingdom himself, and thus render all his sub- 
jects entirely dependent upon bim for the 
means of their sabsistence, and would inform 
them that they could come to the royal palace 
and obtain all the necessaries of life that they 
should need ; would not the knowledge of the fact 
that the king would give them a!! they needed 
provided they would respectfully petition him, 
be sufficient without issuing a degree com- 
manding themto come? We presume it would. 
How cheerfully and gladly then should the 
father, as the high pries_ of bis family, bear 
all his household tefore God in prayer. 

But owing to our reluctance to perform our 
duties, the Lord has not only made it our 
privilege to pray, but he has also made it oar 
duty. And though there is no formal precept, 
and clear and unquestionable examples of the 
practice of family prayer, we have scriptural 
examples and precepts which seem to consti- 
tute authority for it. The prophet Jeremiah 
says, “Pour out thy fury upon the heathen 
that know thee not, and upon the families that 
call not on thy name.” Jer. 10:35. It would 
here appear that families neglecting to call on 
the Lord were omitting duty, and consequently 
were exposed to the judgment of God. 

Again; the practice of family prayer agrees 
well with the gospel injunctions enjoining 
various and frequent prayer, and indeed 
would seem to be included within thos: 
injunctions. We are commanded to “pray 
without ceasing,” 1Thess.5:17. And the. 
apostle says, “I will therefore that men pray 
everywhere,” 1Tim.2:8. And again he says, 
“praying always with all prayer and supplica- 


‘tion in the Spirit, and watching thereunto 


with all perseverance and supplication for all 
saints.’ Eph.6:18. These admonitions to 
prayer, let 1t be noticed, are given to believers 
in general, and not to any particular class. 
In such admonitions Christians are admonished 
to observe all kinds of prayer, and to pray on 
all suitable occasions. And what kind of 
prayer is more beautiful, appropriate and 
becoming than family prayer? Of all societies 
formed, the first in time, and first in import- 
ance is that of the family. And in proportion 
as all its various and relative duties are dis- 
charged, faithfulness to the church and to 
society in genera], may be looked for, And 
household devotion if properly performed, will 
be a great help to the performance of house- 
hold duties. By uniting iu daily prayer, the 
members of the family both young and old

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will be reminded that there is a God, and that 


they have to do with him, are dependent upon 
him, and accountable to him. And such a 
reminder cannot well fail to havea salutary 
effect upon them. 

But thero is a passage of scripture standing 
in such relations to other passages inculcating 
domestic duties, that its application can hardly 
be understood in any other sense than as 
referring to family prayer. The words are 
these: ‘‘Continue in prayer, and watch in the 
same with thanksgiving” Col 4:2 This 
text occurs in a series of admonitions and 
precepts given by the apostle Paul for the 
government and conduct of families and 
immediately follow his admonitions to masters. 
Its connection seems to associate it with 
family duties. 

The example of the pious patriarchs, and of 
such whose practices are spoken of as com- 
mendable, recommends the practice of family 
prayer. Of Abraham God said, ‘I know him, 
that he will command his children, and his 
household after him, and they shall keep tbe 
way of the Lord, to do justice and judgment; 
that the Lord may bring upon Abraham that 
which he hath spoken of him.”’? Gen, 18 : 19. 
Of Moses it is said, He ‘was faithful in all his 
house as a servant, for the testimony of those 
things which were to be spoken after.” Heb. 
3:5. Joshua said, “As for me and my house, 
we will serve the Lord.” Joshua 24: 15. 
Following the description we have of Noah 
and his family leaving the ark, it is said, “And 
Noah builded an altar unto the Lord; and 
took of every clean beast, and of every clean 
fowl, and offered burnt offerings on the altar.” 
Gen. 8:20. And of Cornelias, the first of the 
Gentile converts, it is honorably said, that he 
was ‘‘one that feared God with all his house; 
which gave much alms to the people, and 
prayed to God always” Acts 10:2. Dr. 
Cave, in his Primitive Christianity, p. 127, when 
spiaking of the piety of the Christians of 
those ancient times, says, “At their first rising 
in the morning, they were wont to meet 
together, and to betake themselves to prayer, 
(as is plainly implied in Chrysostom’s exhor. 
tation,) to praise God for the protection and 
refreshment of the night, and to beg his grace 
and blessing for the following day; this was 
done by the master of the house, unless some 
minister of religion was present.” 

The benefits arising from the practice of 
frmily paayer, are many. (1) It will, if 


properly attended to, and if its result is such 
as it should be, throw a holy influence around 


the family that will greatly restrain the mem- 
bers of whatever conduct is contrary to the 
Christian profession. (2.) It will promote 
domestic union and peace. Under the influence 
of holy worship the heart has often been 
softened into a tenderness which will lead toa 
suppressing of those irritations and unkind 
feelings, which if left to remain in the: heart, 
would produce trouble. It also operates in 
keeping such feelings from possessing the 
mind by filling it with better thoughts and 
feelings. (8.) The father or mother who 
leads in family worship, will be more likely to 
secure by so doing, from their children and all 
the otner members of the family, the respect 
to which their authority entitles them. If 
the children and domestics are called together 
daily and have a portion of the Bible read to 
them, and a simple and heartfelt prayer offered 
in their presence and for them, such holy 
exercises will have a happy effect upon all 
during the day. The father will be more kind 
and patient, the mother more careful and con- 
siderate to those around her, and the children 
more peaceable, and the employees more 
accommodating. (4.) Family worship is an 
important means for imparting religious 
instruction. Although the portion of scripture 
read is small, stillif there is one or two lessons 
read every day, in the course of time much 
can be learned. (5,) The tendency of family 
worship is to impress the minds of the young 
and all who engage in it, who are yet uncon- 
verted, with the importance of salvation, and 
to help them to seek it. (6.) The last benefit 
of family prayer that we shall notice, is, that 
it is a means of drawing down God’s favor 
and blessing on the family that practices it, 
and onall who belong toit. “Ask, and ye 
shall receive,” is a promise of our Lord. And 
family prayer, as well as other kinds of prayer, 
has in its very act a tendency to promote the 
common or lawful objects of prayer. The 
Spirit of holiness and peace will shed its 
precious and divine influence over the father 
and mother, and all who worship with them. 
Religion will dwell in that family making all 
who receive it the better by its presence. 

In view of the many advantages that family 
prayer has to recommend it, let an altar be 
built if it has never been built in your home. 
Around that altar gather daily, and there 
perform such holy services as you are able to

HISTORY OF THE BROWNSVILLE CHURCH, 
MARYLAND. 


BY EMANUEL SLIFER. 


Dear Editors:—Perceiving that you wish 
matter to be inserted in the forthcoming 
Brethren’s Almanac, I will therefore give you 
a concise history of the church at Brwneville, 
Washington Co, Md. 

The Brownsville church comprises the lower 
part of Washington county, known as Pleasant 
Valley, also the southern part of Middletown 
valley, Frederick county, Md. 

This congregation is located upon territory 
which was once embraced in what is now known, 
as then, as the Grosnickle’s congregation in 
‘Middletown Valley, Frederick county, Md.,which 
embraces Machanicstown, Frederick Co., Md., 
now in D. P. Saylor’s congregation to a point six 
miles beyond Charlestown, Jefferson Co., W. Va. 
The Virginia portion of the aforesaid Grosnickle 
congregation is now under the supervision of 
Hider D. Long of Washington county, Md. 
After cutting off the two extreme points of the 
Grosnickle congregation, and assigned as above. 
Middletown valley alone was left to the last 
named congregation, with the lower portion of 
Pieasant valley, Washington county, Md. Still 
leaving the territory quite extensive, say twenty 
miles north and south, and eight miles from 
east to west. in time this territory was divided 
by the great national turnpike which here runs 
from Baltimore westward All the members 
south of said road, belong to the Brownsville 
congregation. Soon after the close of the 
Revolutionary war, our brethren of Pennsylvania 
emigrated to this section of the country. 
Among those early pioneers was my grandfather 
John Slifer, ,whose name appears once or twice 
in our minutes of those earlier days—Two 
of his brothers in-law, Peter Miller and Peter 
Gaver, and my great-grandfather, (on my. 
mother’s side) whose mame was Myers. 
Those named took up land around what is now 
known as Burkittsville, Frederick county, Md, 
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whilst Rudolph Brown about the same time 
setiled in Pleasant valley, Washington county, 
Md. Brownsville being named after him. 
Burkittsville and Brownsville are but two miles 
apart, yet the South mountain runs between 
them. And hereis Crapton Gap at Burkitts- 
ville, a place rendered famous in history by a 
battle being fought during the late civil war, 
which took place on the 14th of Sept. 1862. 

I will now proceed to name the ministering 
bretheen of the Grosnickle congregation, until 
Brownsville was separated. For anumber of 
years the scattered members through this 
section of country, were dependent upon 
traveling ministers. My recollection extends 
back to brother by the name of Fergason, ard 
whose co-laborer was the grandfather of elder 
Jacob Leatherman, who died some few years 
ago. After Fergason, the elder, Christian 
Harshman and a brother by the name of Holler. 
(who now has three sons in the west preaching.) 
After those came Christian Harshman jr., and 
Jacob Leatherman to whom I have already 
referred. Next in succession Daniel Brown. 
Jacob Leatherman was the first elder I 
remember. Then followed Henry Koonth, Geo. 
Bear, Emanuel Slifer, Daniel Boyer, Ezra 
Gilbert, George Grosnickle, and Jonathan 
Baker. About this time Grosnickle circuit was 
divided, April 1864. Bro. George Bear at this 
time was also an elder, who was assigned to 
Brownsville congregation. Bro Jacob Leather- 
man had the supervision still, of the Grosnickle 
church. The ministers now of that church are 
George Leatherman and Daniel Gibbon. Bro. 
Bear continued as eider of our congregation 
until hig death, which occured onthe 16th of 
April, 1872, aged 83 years. In 1873, October 
14th, Emanual Slifer was ordained elder of the 
Brownsville congregation, whose assistants are 
Cornelius W. Castle and £li Yourtee. -This 
brings our history up to the 15th of Sept, 1877. 
Since the 30th of January last we have added 
to our number forty-three souls. We are now 
finishing an addition to our meeting-house. 
Our number is now about 134. That the Lord 
may continue to prosper his Zion should be-the

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But to give a correct history of everything tbat 


transpired, or even a condensed sketch, since its 
organization, would be impossible, as no records 
were kept for the first one hundred years of its 
existence, or if kept, were not preserved. By the 
aid, however, of some of the oldest fathers and 
mothers now living, and some who have recently 
died, some valuable information may be given. 
The church was organized, as nearly as we can get 
at it, about the middle of the Highteenth century, 
not later we think than the year 1752. It was 
first named the Conococheague congregation, a 
name given by the Indians to a stream flowing 
through our county. The names of the ministers 
from its organization to the year 1800 are not now 
known, except two, viz.: George A. Martin and 
Wm. Stover. For the first fifty years the breth- 
ren suffered many privations on account of the 
French war in 1755, the Revolution 20 years 
later, and subsequent Indian wars together with 
many inconveniences incident toa newly settled 
country, as our part of the state was at that time. 
For upwards of forty years no meeting-houses 
were built; the brethren worshipped in their 
houses and barns, and sometimes in the open air. 
The dread of the Indian’s tomahawk and scalping 
knife, was everywhere felt. In the morning 
before going to the fields to work, the farmer and 
his sons oftea bid good-bye to the balance of the 
family, fearing they might not return, or if 
permitted to do so, would find their loved ones 
murdered by the Indians. Such was the state of 
affairs here then. Some, indeed fell victims to 
the ruthless hand of their dreaded foe, but owing 
to the strict vigilance of the settlers, the Indians 
_were finally banished, and a brighter era dawned 
over the community. The long dark night of 
woe gave way toa beautiful morn betokening a 
pleasant day, which the brethren, with others 
have enjoyed through the present century. In 
1798 our first meeting-house was built where the 
brethren still meet every two weeks for worship. 
It is commonly known as Antietam, or Prices 
church, built on the banks of the Antietam near 
Waynesboro, Pa. Since then other meeting- 
houses have been built, making five at the present 
day. Four Annual meetings have been held in 
the congregation within the present century, viz : 
In 1810 at Antietam meeting-house; In 1829 
with Bro. Geo. Royer ; in 1847 with brother Isaac 
Deardorff ; in 1866 with brother Jacob Price. The 
names of the ministers elected since 1800, are as 
follows: Daniel Stover; John Royer; Jacob 
Holsinger, sr.; Henry Strickler ; Jacob Fahrney 
Israel Senger; Daniel Keefer; D. Fogelsonger, sr.; 
Wm. Boyer; Jacob Price; Wm. Etter; David 


Bock; Joseph Gipe; Isaac Renner; Joseph F. 
Rohrer; Joseph Garber; Daniel Holsinzer ; 
Jacob F. Oller; D. F. Good; Abram Golly; 
Jacob Snider; Daniel Baker, and John D. 
Benedick. We might also give the names of all 
the deacons elected since the year 1800, but it 
would perhaps be tedious to the general reader, 
and I will add only the names of the present 
ministry and sub-officers of the church, viz. : 
Eld. Jacob Price, D. F. Good, J. F. Oller, Jacob 
Snider, Daniel Baker, John D. Benedick. 
Deacons: John Stoner, Jacob Holsinger, Wm. 
Skilling, Jacob Fridley, B. E. Price, Daniel Row, 
David Newcomer, B. Fridley, D Geiser, D. B. 
Mentzer, S. Welty, and J. Kurtz. Secretary, 
Josiah Fahrney ; Treasurer, D. Newcomer. 


The brethren meet in council every three 


months. The secretary records all that is brought: 
before the meeting with its decisions. Also the 
names of all the members The treasurer 


performs all the duties assigned to his office. It 
may yet be stated that our ministers (two together) 
go onacircuit through our congregation. The 
two that will be at one place one Sunday, will be 
at another appointment the next, thus there can 
be no disappointments, and the ministers become 
better acquainted with the members. Our 
membership numbers about 400, eighty of whom. 
live in Waynesboro, where we have a meeting- 
house and an organized Sunday-school, conducted 
by members only. J. H. Gehr and Tobias Imler 
are the present superintendents. In the primitive 
days of the church the Welsh Run and Bock 
Creek congregations belonged to it. In later 
years out of it the Ridge, and Falling Spring 
churches were also formed into organizations of 
their own. For the prosperity of our church, 
all praise, only is due to the Supreme Ruler of 
all things without whose aid no good could have 
been accomplished. May her members remain 
united, and love prevail that her mission may be 
fully carried out, and many souls saved from 
eternal death. .
